SD, reported it had 
been many years since there 
have been so many different 
expansion or improvement proj- 
ects under way at the same 
time, and amounting to so 
large a dollar total. 

Projects include work at San 
Diego, Palmdale and Edwards Air 
Force Base. In addition, main- 
tenance section of plant engineer- 
ing is engaged in an extensive 
rearrangement program as well 
as numerous repair and improve- 
ment projects and design work is 
progressing on a number of proj- 
ects which will get under way 
soon. 

At San Diego the construction 
program includes the $3% mil- 
lion supersonic wind tunnel at the 
seaplane ramp where structurai 
work is now in progress; and a 
$1 million program for four sound 
suppression units to quiet jet en- 
gines during field operations run 
up. Work on the latter began last 
month and is scheduled for com- 
pletion in December of this year. 
Wind tunnel construction began 
in May and completion is ex- 
pected in late summer of next 
year. 

The new wind tunnel facility 
will have a greater supersonic 
range than any privately owned 
tunnel in the aircraft industry. 
Models will be tested at speeds 
of up to Mach 5 (about 3,800 
mph at sea level).

Peak employ- 
ment on the project is expected 
to reach 800 building trades 
workers. 

Completion is scheduled for the 
fall of 1957. 

McNeil was awarded the con- 
tract in August after major con- 
struction companies in the west- 
ern United States were asked to 
submit competitive bids. The Mc- 
Neil firm is credited with $383 
million worth of large-scale build- 
ing projects in the West. Besides 
Disneyland, McNeil constructed 
the wartime Linda Vista housing

Prototypes’ For Rubber Parts 
Perform Pioneer Work at FW 


A pint-sized fabrication rubber 
plant with a gallon-sized job is 
operating daily inside the chem- 
istry laboratory at Convair Fort 
Worth. 


The work is done by Jack Swain 
and Jack Mathis, both of Dept. 
6-7. Although the parts they deal 
in are small, they are important. 

Frequently there is need for a 
part that is particularly heat re- 
sistant, elastic or strong, such 
as for a gasket or seal or hose. 
Swain and Mathis are then called 
upon to see if the part can be 
made of silicone rubber. Though 
seven times more expensive than 
natural rubber, the silicone pro- 
duct is more resistant to heat and 
cold, a quality important to the 
supersonic B-58. 

Swain and Mathis usually start 
with a drawing. Then comes a 
mold. The part is fabricated and 
thoroughly tested. If it stands up, 
engineers know it can be suc- 
cessfully manufactured and the 
work of producing additional 
parts is turned over to a vendor. 

“We are not in competition 
with rubber manufacturers,” 
said Harold Owen, research 
chemist and one of the develop- 
ers of the Jab’s methods. 

“We try to prove that the 


design of a part is what we 
want, before we go to the ex- 
pense of having one manufac- 
tured in a vendor’s shop. There 
is a substantial savings invol- 
ved in making our own ‘proto- 
types.’ ” 

Owen pointed out that quite 
often the parts made at Convair 
are items that could not be pur- 
chased readily. They are usually 
items that represent special com- 
pounds not quickly available from 
vendors. 

The job of making the parts 
is relatively simple when done 
by skilled operators. Swain and 
Mathis start out with raw rubber 
—silicone, natural or synthetic— 
on a rubber mill. The chunks of 
rubber are fed into the rollers 
and pressed to uniform thickness. 
Then the part is cut from a pat- 
tern or molded into desired shape. 

Next comes vulcanizing on a 
small electric press that combines 
heat and pressure to make the 
rubber usable. After a short time 
in the press, the part is ready 
to be tested. 

If testing proves out, the part 
can then be manufactured. 

“We've been doing a lot of work 
for the B-58 and several other 
projects at Convair,” said Owen. 


‘Day’ For Two Edwards Engineers 
Lasts From 7 a.m. to Midnight 


Not often are contractor engi- 
neering personnel accepted for 
the USAF Experimental Flight 
Test Pilot School at Edwards Air 
Force Base, but two Convair 
flight test engineers have made 
the grade.

TF-102 Flight ‘Exciting Experience, 
Reports Convair Lensman at SD 


Visibility is ‘terrific’ and fly- 
ing in a TF-102 is “very excit- 
ing,” a Convair San Diego photo- 
grapher reported this week after 
a ride in the trainer version of the 
F-102A. 


Dan Otto, first Convair lens- 
man (and among the first non- 
flight civilians) to fly in a TF, 
made the hop from Palmdale to 
George AFB. The TF had brought 
a pilot to Palmdale who was 
slated to fly back in a new F- 
102A. Otto filled the empty seat 
on the TF’s return flight. 

“The main thing that im- 
pressed me on takeoff and land- 
ing was the high visibility and 
the exciting view of the speed- 
ing runway directly in front,” 
Otto said. 

“This was the first side-by- 
side jet in which I had flown. 
Always before, the plane had been 
a tandem type, with the pilot in 
front. Naturally, you don’t have 
a very clear view of the runway 
ahead and you feel like the pas- 
senger you are. 

“But in the TF you are facing 
the instrument panel and the pilot 
is at your elbow and you feel a 
definite part of the show. In 
fact, I found myself chatting on 
the interphone far more than I 
ever did in a tandem plane. I 
don’t know why, exactly, but it 
is just easier to converse. Per-

haps because you can gesticu- 
late.” 

Otto said the cockpit is quite 
comfortable in spite of bulk of 
flight gear, parachute and hel- 
met. Although not big enough to 
“walk around in,” there still is a 
feeling of spaciousness. Proce- 
dure is generally the same as 
with other planes. The pilot 
taxis into position, sets brakes, 
runs up the engine and informs 
the tower that he is “rolling.” 

“A few seconds later he hits 
the after burner and then you 
really get an impression of 
power... .. The runway comes 
rushing at you in a blur of 

speed...” 

Otto said he had no particular 
recollection of noise, and once off 
the ground there was little sensa- 
tion of high speed either, except 
that during the climb from take- 
off he knew he wasn’t “just chug- 
ging along.” 

“Another sensation I remember 
was that of being ‘out in front’ 
of everything,” he said. “In other 
planes you get used to seeing a 
wing out of the corner of your 
eye. But in the TF you really 
have to crane your neck to see the 
delta. It’s ~way back of you...” 

Otto found visibility an asset 
in aerial photography from the 
TF and made several shots dur- 
ing his flight.

‘Pioneer’ Tool Planning 


For F-102 Proves Itself 


With production of F-102As 
steadily mounting at San Diego, 
the effectiveness of early Convair 
tool planning for the program 
becomes more and more evident. 

The ideas that were pioneered 

a year and more ago—and were 
daring at the time—have 
proved sound and workable. 

The Air Force established some 
exceptionally close dimensional 
tolerances for the F-102A. Long 
accepted tooling ideas just were 
not practical, so they were either 
revised or rewritten in favor of 
new methods. 

For instance, air frames are 
generally built in large sections. 
The larger the better, since it 
eliminates constant moves and 
handling and at the same time 
does away with excessive tooling 


fixtures, according to W. P. 
Woods, chief tool engineer at 
Plant 2. 


Not so on the F-102A. Much 
smaller units are the rule. They 
allow closer checks on tolerance, 
provide maximum accessibility 
and allow space for installation 
of primary items. Prithary items 
(wiring, bracketry, etc.), once in- 
stalled after the airframe was 
almost complete, now go _ into 
these smaller units, drastically 
cutting the necessary final as- 
sembly time. 

Rotating tooling fixtures make 
it easier to work on these units 
from every angle. 

Typical of this idea are fixtures 
for mating the center fuselage 
section. Four smaller components 
are brought together in a single 
fixture. The two sides are joined 
first, then joined a second time 
to form the section. This opera- 
tion is performed without the use 


of cranes or outside moving de- 
vices. 


“This installation is a typical 
example of the close cooperation 
between shop and tooling per- 
sonnel back in the planning 
stages,” Woods said. “The idea 
originated in Dept. 70 where the 
operation is performed. 

“Then, and now, functions like 
industrial engineering, plant engi- 
neering and many others are 
helping perfect new and better 
tooling methods.” 

Major mating of the fuselage 
involyes another new tooling 
idea. Three main sections are 
brought together in a single 
fixture, the center rigid, with 
the ends movable. Once in the 
fixture, necessary moyes are 
accomplished as needed by 
cranks and levers. With a few 
minor alterations, both F- 
102As and TF-102A _ trainers 
can move through the same 
fixtures. 

Another new idea was used in 
mating the wings to the fuselage. 
Instead of lowering the fuselage 
onto the wings, a practice long 
followed, the wings are moved up 
to the fuselage. This is accomp- 
lished on dollies perfected by 
plant engineering. The dollies roll 
on tracks and can be adjusted for 
installation as needed. The entire 
operation, including bolt attach- 
ment, fuel and electrical joining 
and other minor steps is com- 
pleted in about three hours, a 
far cry from old mating practices. 

Optically-located points control 
assembly operations from small 
components to major assembly. 
They make it possible to main-, 
tain a set of rigid standards that » 
insure the close tolerances neces- 
sary.
